Hearst» follows with 99 delegates, some 
pledged and some friendly. Gorman with 
36, Olney with 32, and Wall of Wisconsin 
with 26. There are 183 uninstructed dele- 
gates thus far elected, including the 46 from 
Ohio, 4 from Pennsylvania and & from 
New Jersey. 

Tt is now expected that Parker wil! either 
@ecure the delegates by indtructions or by

There is no probability of domination by 
Bryan or any combination Bryan may 
make. His most likely ally will be Hearst, 
but between the two it is doubtful if they 
can muster 200 votes. Bryan expects to 
make a fight at St. Louis for the reaffirma- 
tion of the Kansas City platform. The con- 
servatives are in control all along the line. 

So good a Bryan authority as Mayor Tom 
Johnson of Cleveland says Bryan will not 
bolt if the Kansas City platform is not 're- 
affirmed.

Many of the conservatives say a bolt by 
either Bryan or Hearst or by both of them 
might help more than it would hurt, but 
naturally they are not seeking to alienate 
anybody. 

The work the Parkerites have to do is 
to get the big delegations that are unin- 
structed. They need Pennsylvania and 
Ohio and Illinois. If Parker would make 
a public announcement of his views on pub- 
lic questions on the prospective issues. he 
would have no difficulty in getting enough 
delegates to make his nomination a practi- 
cal certainty. The men who are working 
for him in the West and South say their 
greatest handicap is the lack of positive 
knowledge of the principles for which Par- 
ker stands. A speech or an interview would 
clear the air and make the campaign much 
easier. Still, in spite of the handicap, they 
expect to nominate Parker. 


Gorman Is the 


Element of Danger. 


The most dangerous of the anti-Parker 
leaders is Gorman of Maryland. Gorman 
does not think he can be nominated him- 
self, but he will be there if the lightning 
does come his way. What he does think 
he can do and what he is trying to do 
now, is to unite enough of the uninstructed 
delegates to control the convention and 
dictate the nominee, as well as the plat- 
form. Notwithstanding denials Gorman 
has had conferences with Charles F. Mur- 
phy of Tammany Hall, who is stil] opposed 
to Parker; with Col. Guffey of Pennsy!- 
vania, who controls the @& uninstructed 
Pennsylvania delegates, and John R. Me- 
Lean of Ohio, who may or may not con- 
trel the Ohio delegation.

New Line to Be Built Opening Up a 
Profitable , Territory With 
Fine Connections. 


SAN ANTONIO, Tex., May 28.—Luecius J. 
Polk resigned the vice-presidency of the 
Santa Fe to build a-_railroad between San 
Antonio and Velasco; Tex. He is associated 
with John W. Gates in the enterprise. 

More than likely the San Antonio & 
Gulf road, now operating between this 
city and Stockdale, will be purchased to 
form a link in the new road: Col. 
Polk recently spent four days in San An- 
tonio, and at that time thoroughly in- 
vestigated the standing of the San Anto- 
nio & Guf. This road is a Southern Pa- 
cific property, and it is considered more 
than likely that it will be disposed of as 
Col. Polk is determined to get a line 
into San Antonio. Should the Southern 
Pacific refuse to sell he will butld his 
own line. It is said that a portion of the 
Cane Belt road will be acquired near the 
coast, and if not Col Polk will also 
build a Kne there. It has just now leaked 
eut that the occasion of John W. Gates’ 
recent visit to Texas was in connection 
with the building of this road. : 

The new line will be approximately 220 
miles in length, and it new remains, for 
the selection: of the route to be made. 
One route would take the new line 
threugh Yoakum, thence farther over 
through Wharton, down to Columbia, and 
thence to Velasco. The second route would 
be through .a portion of the original Gulf 
Shore survey, going through Cuero, then al- 
most in an air line to Bay City and Ve- 
lasco. <A third route, is under 
consideration, but has not been given out.

BANISHED LORD 
TAINS THE SILVER 


Ohio Man in Possession of Plate 
Which Successor to His Title 
Vainly Fought For. 


MANSFIELD, O., May 2.—The spectacle 
of a plain, private citizen of the United 
States enjoying the possession of a silver 
service which an English lord would give 
his fortune to possess is an unusual one. 
Yet with Charles Merrell, who lives here 
with former Deputy Game Warden James 
Merrell, this condition exists. 

About 160 years ago an English lord, hav- 
ing incurred the wrath of the King, was 
banished from the court, and all his titles 
forfeited and given to another branch of 
the family. The deposed lord came ‘to 
America, where the loss of his title would 
not lewer him, but managed to take with 
him the family plate, which should have 
gone with the title to the new lord.

The Union Pacific, Southern Pacific and 
other roads in the Harriman group have 
made economies and have others planned 
which will place 8000 men in idleness.

Fifteen thousand men have been. or will 
be, before July 1, thrown out of work by 
the Northwestern group of roads.

The railroads only refiect the cutting 
down of other trades. Last year the ITnit- 
ed States Steel Corporation employed 168.- 
000 men. The number now on t 
is said to be less than 140,000. and many of 
them are only working on a part time scale, 
It is the plan of the company to distribute 
its work among as many employes as pos- 
‘sible. The work now being done would not 
furnish full time employment, it is esti- 
mated. to 110.000 men.

BEAVER, Pa., May 32.—Senator Mat- 
thew Stanley Quay died at 2:48 o'clock this 
afternoon of starvation, due to a long con- 
tinued mal-assimilation of food, caused by 
chronic gustritis, or inflammation of the 
stomach. 

For 12 hours, or since 3 o'clock this morn- 
ing, he lay in a stupor, which gradually 
grew more profound until complete coma 
came, followed by death. Though there 
was no pain. The end came like a peaceful 
sleep, growing deeper and deeper until it 
was death. 

Every member of the immediate family 
was at the bedside. Mrs. Quay was the 
only one who showed emotion when the 
doctors whispered that all was over. She 
was prostrated, but is now taking a more 
comfortab.e view. All had known for six 
weeks that Mr. Quay could not recover. 

Those who were at the bedside were Mrs. 
Quay and her five children, R. R. Quay, 
Maj. A. G. C., Quay. Mrs. Mary Davidson, 
Miss Cora Quay and Miss Sue Quay, and 
the senator’s brother, Jerome Quay, and 
his daughter, Miss Pride Quay. 

Downstsairs was Senator Boise Penrose 
and several more distant relatives. The 
oxygen tube was in the senator's mouth 
when he died. He had taken no nourish- 
ment since 3 o'clock and no drugs had 
been administered. 

Until 8 o'clock this morning the strictest 
secrecy had been maintained about the 
ease and the public had no idea the end 
was so near. As early as March 18, when 
jhe was at Atlantic City. the family was 
informed that he could not live. Oxygen 
had to be used nearly every night, but this 
was never known unti! today. Every night 
the senator suffered from nervous sinking 
spelis. He had a relapse Thursday night 
and two more last night. After last mid- 
night the senator never spoke excepting to 
ask that he be lifted up for a drink. 

The funeral will be held from his late 
reaidence on Tuesday at 2 p. m., tiie Rev.

Machinists Who Struck and Men Laid 
Off Overcrowd the Market 
for Labor. 


INDIANAPOLIS, May 2%.—For the past 
two weeks the railroad shops have been 
crowded with machinists looking for work. 
Most of them have came from the West, 
especially from the ‘Frisco line, where a 
strike has been on for some time. These 
men are working their way east, expecting 
to get work. Last week at the P. & E. 
shops there were a large number of these 
machinists each night, At the other shops 
about town they were also present, but no 
work was to be had, 

Machinists working at the railroad shops 
about the city report that they never 
knew the time when work was at such a 


low tide. The day and night forces have 
bé@n kept at work, but the men claim they 
have nothing whatever to do. 

The men from the western lines who are 
working east will have a hard time se- 
curing employment in -their line. After 
this week the Pennsylvania company east 
of Pittsburg will lay of 11,000 men. It is 
thought that there will be little or no work 
for any transient machinists working their 
way east. Nearly all of the kines over 
the country are laying off men. When the 
crowd from the Pennsylvania's eastern di- 
vision are set loose it Is thought they will 
como west, and the shops in this city will 
be crowded with transients for some time. 

On account of the Lake strike the ralil- 
roads have been working overtime in their 
freight traffia The Lake Shore and Nickel 
Plate have béen getting the major portion 
of this trade. They in turn put a great 
deal of the business over their tributary 
lines, yet the officials of the rail 8 
complain of a lack of trade, especially in 
the middle states.

When Mr. Melville FE. Stone excited the Federation of 
Women’s Clubs with the statement that women and not 


men are most responsible for the “evils of yellow jour: | 


| 


nalism,” he meant well, no doubt, but he failed to define | 


himeelf. 

What does he mean by “rellow journalism?” 
mean the inclusion in the modern newspaper of the merely 
trivial or of the criminal, as it appears in the life of the 
world to which the modern newspaper belongs? 

Of course, he does not now refer to the strong yellow 
{ints which appeared in the first color supplements of news- 
papers enterprising enough to buy the first color presses. 
Certainly these first efforts in tone harmony on a costly 
fast press were by no means all they should have been, 
But when those who did not feel disposed to buy new 
presses objected to the first color supplements as “yellow 
journalism,” 4t cannot now be supposed that anything 
artistically repulsive in the crudeness of the color supple- 
ment of ten years ago is chargeable against the taste of 
the women of the present. 

fo Mr. Stone seems to be under a somewhat pressing 
obligation to define himself in the matter of the trivial 
doings of the world and its wrong-doings, as he charges 
women with a peculiar taste in reading. 

If it is the merely trivial, the innocently foolish, the 
harmlessly absurd, which is to be excluded, then, however 
great the vacuum resulting, there will be no difficulty in 
filling with all the public can demand of the logical, the 
serious, the grave, the important and the highly thought- 
ful. Newspaper men know how. to supply the demand 
for this already as soon as they feel it, If they did not, 
however, they are capable of being educated to do it. _ 

If Mr. Stone means that the trivial, the innocently fool- 
ish, tho harmlessly absurd are what women demand most 
in newspapers, let him say so and give his specifications. 
Is it the “beauty hints;” the descriptions of toilets, the 
columns giving the latest fashions which make journalism 
“vellow” in response to feminine demand? 

If it is not this, but on the other hand the reports of 
the world’s wrong-doings, such as battles and massacres, 
elopements and divorces, which, according to Mr. Stone, 
women tempt the newspapers to publish, then it is a much 
more serious matter, for it involves the question of how 
great is the wrong-doing in the world on any given day; 
of how much of it is too unspeakably wrong to be re- 
ported at all, and of how much there is left which ought 
to be reported so that it can be studied and set right. 

This is a large question for Mr; Stone or anyone else. 
It will not be decided soon. It is very certain, however, 
that what is most needed in the United States and the 
world is a progressive increase in the operative sense of 
right and wrong, as a result of which better educated 
journalists will make better newspapers to reflect the life 
of a better educated world,

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CHARLES WAGNER ON CHARITY. 


Charles Wagner is the French philosopher whose books 
are having a great vogue in this country, his “Simple Life” 
having been strongly commended by President Roosevelt. 

In his latest book, “By the Fireside,” Wagner warns 
the well-to-do that they cannot afford to ignore the poor 
and destitute, or turn the care and responsibility for them 
over to others. After pointing out the need, on the one 
side, and the duty, on the other, he shows how practical 
charity, entered into with a‘good motive, educates the 
character and enriches the soul of those who undertake 
it, at the same time carrying with it reward in an en- 
larged view of life, a broadened sympathy, and a relief 
from the worthlessness and emptiness of a life lived for 
self dlone. The burden of his message is: “If the poor have 
neea of us, we have even greater need of them.” 

This is a word in good season, because there is some 
danger that, in relying upon the growing number of char- 
ituble organizations, those who can help will become es- 
tranged from those who need help. These organizations 
are doing good work and should be supported generously. 
But we cannot afford to cut ourselves off from the commaun- 
ion with our less fortunate brothers and permft our re- 
sponsibility for them to become an affair of mechanism 
in which we have no direct part.

A RUSSIAN MARRIAGE MARKET.

Perhaps the best known of these Russian marriage mar- 
kets is the one which takes place annually at Kluil, near 
Moscow. and which has just been held with the usual suc, 
cess. It occurs during the. week of Epiphany (Russian 
style), and all the young women who wish to get married 
in the course of the year are mustered in a long row in 
the principal street of that large and straggling country 
town. In order to make themselves attractive to the young 
men who como to see and admire them they wear nearly all 
their belongings on.their backs. Their finery does not con- 
sist only of their best clothes, but it includes a lot of old 
family trinkets, sometimes valuable scarfs, cloaks and furs, 
heavy silver jewelry and necklaces, jackets showing rows of 
prettily ciselated or filigree silver buttons. and many of the 
girls bring even their linen and other domestic property 
along with them in gaudily painted chests and trunks, sit- 
ting on them like dragons watching a treasure. 

After exposing themselves for hours to the close scrutiny 
of would-pe benedicts, the girls march off tn a procession 
to church, there to perform at the shrine of some saint 
'particularly potent im procuring connubial bliss, such as 
St. Chrysostom and St. Niazanzen, worshipful prayers. & 
the way to church It is not only permissible but good for 


for the young men to follow and accost one or the other of 


the girls in the way of conversation.

This, in durn, calls for a 
counter attack, and in time matters become so complicated 
that whole families are wiped out. When the tribe ts called 
upon to meet a eommon enemy the heads of the families 
who have had a quarre! bury two stones side by side in the 
presence of the mullah, as symbolical of the ‘feud being put 
out of sight during the public danger. 
to their normal state the stones are solemnly disinterred and 
the two parties arg free to go on shooting at each other 
again. 

Every Afghan villager of moderate means owns 4a tower of 
refuge standing at the corner of his courtyard. These tow- 
ers, made of stone and mud, are perfectly solid for the lower 
20 feet or so, the top being surrounded by a loop-holed wall 
and covered over by a gallery, and the only means of ascent 
is by a rope and a hole just large enough for one man to 
crawl] through. Whenever a man has made things too hot 


for himself he takes refuge in his tower,:-and by the un-/ 


written law of the country he can never be starved out sa 
long as food and water are brought to him by a woman. 

A traveler in Afghaninstan tells of seeing one tower of ref- 
uge whose occupant had not stirred outside for ten years. 
His only amusement was taking shots at the occupant ol 
another tower, which were duly returned. In the meantime 
their wives visited each other and gossiped and were on 
terms of perfect amity.

* Messenger’s in Mr. Bellew's string, cam 
beat him. The two horses have never 
measured strides at Ypion, but The Mes- 
senger holds the mare safe on their New 
Orleans races. 

Gravina, a mare that always beat Pron- 
ta at New Orleans, could never win from 
The Messenger. The latter also beat horses 
like Huzzah, Hands Across, Etchis and 
Mauser at New Orleans. Pronta never 
classed with them during the New Orleans 
meet. The Messenger went through a hard 
campaign at New Orleans and was harfly 
right when brought here for the Union's 
opening. Pronta, on the other hand, was 
fit and ready. While she was running her 
best races, Bellew was resting The Mes- 
genger up. The horse is now on feather- 
@dge and it is extremely doubtful if there i 
is a horse at either of the Sst. Louis 
tracks, with the exception of Gold Heels, 
that can tuke his measure. 


The Messenger’s | 


Unusual History. 

The Messenger is one of the few good 
horses developed in the West of recent 
years that ts not a fashionably-bred ani- 
mal. His sire, Upward, was a cheap sell- 
ing plater at the old East St. Louis and 
Madison tracks 10 years ago. He used to 
race in the colors of Pete Young, a broth- 
er of the famous Milton Young. Irene H., 
the dat of The Messenger, also raced at 
Bast St. Louis and Madison. Shp be- 
longed to “Hank” Combs and was a large, 
handsome black mare of considerable ciass. 

Irene H. would have been a real high- 
class mare if it had not been for the fact 
her wind was touched. Dr..C. W. Crowley 
put a silver tube in the mare’s throat to 
make it easier for her to. bregthe while 
running at full svweed, A hole was Grilied 
in the mare's nock and when she was rac- 
ing the plug would be take out, which | 
ena»ied her to inhale fresh air through her 
nostrils and the silver tubs at the same 
time. She won several races with the aid 

.... of this tube. 
The Messenger’s development from a 
cheap $300 selling plater into one of the 
“™! best handicap horses on the western cir- 
cult seems incomprehensible to those who 
have never seen him race at New Orleans 
last winter or at Union this spring. Mr. 
Bellew bought The Messenger at New Or- 
jeans two years ago for $300. It is doubt- 
ful if $3000 would get the gelding now.

The tube of glass is the melium 
through which the nitric acid in the atmosphere 
is to be extracted for fertilizing the earth’s soil, 
grown poor by cultivation. 


If they succeed they will be wsased by im- 
mediate posterity and cursed by future man- 
kind. They will supply bread to generations, but 
will so deprive successive generations of the 
necessary nitrogen in the air that human life will 
be shortened one-half.

The fertility of the earth depends primarily on the 
amount of nitrogen in the soil. A field untreated with 
fertilizer quickly wears out and gives steadily diminisLing 
crops’ as a result of the loss of nitrogenous substances 
which are taken from the ground by the tissues of the 
plants. 

To make up this steady depreciation of the soil has 
been one of the objects that agricultural experiment sta- 
tions all over the world have been at work for ever since 
their inception. Not only to repair the annual loss, but to 
do it cheaply has been the work for which thousands of 
dollars havw been annually appropriated by legislatures. / 

Certain plants act as nitrogen fixers, taking the element 
from the air and through bacteria that grow about their 
roots, they help to rejuvenate the soil. One of the best 
plant families to restore the field has been the clover,

Nitric acid from the air is what they seek. Not in 
small quantities, but on a commercial scale, they are try- 
ing to make this base of all fertilizers and necessary con- 
stituent of flesh-forming foods. 

Through the patient observations of a legion of chem- 
ists long since dead, the experiment is made posssible, 
and around these men on whom it has devolved to bring a 
mass of accumulated facts into use for the human race 
may be assembled the souls of the dead, watching, hoping 
and praying for the successful end of a task whose import 
they, too, saw, but could not accomplish, though they 
strove with every mental fiber against the barrier. 

With success to crown their labors, the decreasing sup- 
ply of natural nitrate fertilizers will no longer concern 
mankind. In the air is a supply of the necessary element 
practically unlimited in amount, and from this supply 
will be drawn the food of men, cheaper and more abund- 
ant than ever before. 

To rob the air for the enrichment of the earth is Yheir 
object. In air the nitrogen serves only to dilute the life-

Fertilizers: applied in the form of nitrates have Jong 
been used fcr the soil and practically the entire supply of 
these has come from Chili, India and California. The 
natural beds of these salts will become exhausted, and al- 
ready the Chilian government is taking measures to re- 
strict the mining of its deposits. 

Besides its use as a fertilizer, nitric acid is largely used 
in the manufacture of chemicals and the amount thus 
used is steadily increasing. 

The world is facing a nitric acid deficit, and when it is 
taken into account that the uses for a soil deficient in 
nitrogen are limited, the importance of cheap nitric acd 
becomes more apparent. 

Four-fifths of the atmosphere consists of nitrogen and 
the eves of the world’s greatest chemists have been cast 
with ‘longing upon this practically inexhaustible supp'y 
for 50 years. 

To make nitric acid all that is needed is Oxygen, nitro- 


gon and water Two of these are available in the air and

What, then, has prevented the manufacture of nitric 
acid from the air, and why is it not already on the mar- 
ket in large quantities at a fraction of its present cost? 

Nitrogen, it happens, is one of the most inert of gases. 
It combines directly with but few elements, among which 
are boron and ‘titanium, neither of which compounds can 
be used for fertilizers because of their cost and the fact 
that they give up their nitrogen in a form that plants 
cannot assimilate. All efforts to combine oxygen and 
nitrogen in gaseous form failed because of the inertness 
of the latter gas. 

In this, as in many other cases, Nature herself fur- 
nished the clew and pointed out the path that chemists 
who would solve this problem must tread. Like many 
another natural solution, the facts were observed long be- 
fore their import was recognized. 

Chemists who made a study of water, and who had sup- 
posed that the purest water was that of the rain storm, 
were surprised when they put it to the test to find that 
traces of nitric acid were alwaye present in the first rain 
precipitated luring a heavy thunderstorm. 

Whence caite this nitric acid and what were the condi- 
tions incident upon its formation, was the question they 
set out to answer. Was the electrical discharge in the 
upper air the cause of the combination of this inert 
nitrogen or must some other explanation be sought. 

The molecule of nitrogen had been broken into ite con- 
stituent atoms and this was lé@ft free, scientiate thought, 
to combine with the oxygen which had heen changed into 
the more active ozore by the same flash that severed the 
nitrogen bonds. 

This was the theory of the formation of the trace of 
nitric acid in the rainwater, and if a trace could be 
formed in this manner, why could not a large quantity be 
obtained in the same manner, undey laboratory conditions? 

The only way to solve the question was to produce thie 
same conditions under circumstances where the experiment 
could be cortrolled. A thunderstorm on a small scale 
must be operated in the laboratory and the products 


, analyzed. 


As the nearest possible approach to natural thunder. 
the induction ecil and spark electrical machines were 
tried. Starting with a small coil and a very feeble spark, 
the dimensions of the machine were gradually increased 
and the resulting gases analyzed after the air had been 
sulijected to the action of the spark. 

Small traces of nitric acid were found, and the anawer 
to the question of the oceurrence of acid in the rainwater 
was considered solved. 

Then came the hard part of the work. A inilligram of 
nitric acid from ten kilograms of nitrogen and oxygen 
was not worth while from a commercial standpoint, espe- 
cially when it required the expenditure of several dol ars’ 
wrth of electrical energy to get that milligram. A yield 
of one one-hundredth-thousandth of a per cent was as 
nothing, when the amount necessary to make the process 
a financial success was considered. 

Not the production of nitrie arid from uir was now the 
problem, but to manufacture it cheaply on a large scale 
was the task set between the chemist and the cheap fer- 
tilizer goal. 

In the experiments at the World’s Fair spee‘ally eon. 
‘Structed apparatus will be emploved and eve:y ce‘ail of 
the process will be checked as strictly as the accounts of 
a bank cashier. 

The appartus to be used consists of a row of huge 
plates like vridirons, between whose opposing sides will 
leap electric sparks in a torrent of greenish tiue flames. 
The plates will be enclosed in a glass tube several feet in 
diameter. (re end of the tube will be open to the @ir 
while the ether will dip under the surface of water in a 
tight glaes box. 

By makiny the experimenta! appertus of glass. a two- 
fold purpose is served. The process of the experiment can 
be watched moré closely, and at the same time the whole 
apparatus will be insulated. 

When the current is turned on through the plates, 
which will probably be made of aluminum, the spectator 
will see the flash between the plates, and, if he watches 
closely, the sir will be found to have changed co'or in its 
passace through the apparatus. Where the tube dips 
into the water will he seen a brownish gas, which the 
water absorbs. | 

This brownish gas is an oxide of nitrogen and the water 
solution is nitric acid. Very dilute nitric acid at first, 
but as the t is continued it will gain in strength. 
With this nitric acid it will be possible to bleach out wood 
ashes and form nitrate of potash, one of the most pow-

But I took tlie wrong 
car, 

I always thought this was fate kept me from 
doing tis job and saved me to kill Maud. 

From the time I separated from my first wife 
till I met Maud I was-in all kinds of jobs. 
Once I had been drinking for three days, and 
when I came to I found a woman’s hand in my 
pocket. It was a left hand and looked like it 
had been cut off alive. I got scared at this, 
but I couldn’t remember nothing, and I put the 
hand In the cookstove and burned it up. My 
mother knew about this and you can ask her.

One night I come home late from my lodge 
and she was taking on terrible. I laughed at 
her and tried to show her how she was making 
a hell for me as well as her, but it wasn’t no 
use.

T got right up and found my partner and bid 
him good-by, and that night I took a train for 
a town called Deeth, in Nevada, and got a job 
on @ ranch at $500 a year.

Thinking 
I wasn’t never coming back to her no more, she 
sajd she was tired of living and wanted to 
throw away her life as fast as she could. 

Well, you will have to guess how I felt when 
she got through telling me this. I can’t find 
words to express my feelings. I would have 
rather met death in any form than to have 
heard it. God made man too weak for such 
as that—at least he did me, 

Finally I found speech and told my wife I 
couldn’t live with her-eny more, my life was a 
wreck.

Martin Hager, after 30 years 
of soidiering, retired on a pension of 75 per cent 
of his salary. He was a corporal then. He had 
married and had a son Fred, two married daugh- 
ters, besides Ella Hager, the unmarried one. 

Martin Hager, after retiring from the Seventy- 
fifth infantry, continued to work at West Point 
as a carpenter at $3 a day. That and his pen- 
sion yielded him a respectable living. His 
daughter Ella studied stenography and . type- 
writing at Newburg. N. Y., and for a time 
worked for Kohn, Feinberg & Co., at 650 Broad- 
way, in New York city. Three years ago slic 
was given a position as stenographer at West 
Points at a salary of $75 a month, Her father 
some time since built an unpretentious home at 
Highland Falls, about two miles from the West 
Point Acamedy reservation, and was glad when 
his daughter was made the frst woman stenoy- 
rapher at the academy and was assigned to thie 
office of Capt. William R. Smith, of the infantry 
branch, whose headquarters is in the basement 
of the famous George W. Cullam Memoria! Hall. 

The only other woman stenographer employed 
at West Point at this time was Miss Agnes 
Rigney, a friend of Miss Hager, but who was 
only employed at irregular intervals. Miss Hager 
and her friend usually walk from Highland 
Falls, where both live, te the academy grounds. 
Both are very popular. 

Capt. John Perry Walker lives in Washington. 
He is a West Point graduate with the elass of 
1866, He is now about 67 years of age and comes 
from the Walker family ‘of Cincinnati, O., one of 
prominence, and was admitted from that state 
as a cadet on July 1, 1861. He was graduated 
in the same class im 1866 as a second lieutenant 
under the old five-year service for eadets, instead 
of the present four-year system, with Gen. 
Charles King, U. & A.; Maj. George M. Wheel- 
er, U. 8. A., and Col. Robert Craig, U. & A., all 
well known in official Washington. 

Soon after graduation Capt. Walker, was 
transferred to the Twenty-seoond infantry. Le 
was made first liewtenant of the Third cavalry 
Jan. 1, 1871, and served with distinction in In- 
dian warfare in the West..He got his eaptain’s 
grade Nov. 30, 1879. He was still at this time 
with the Third cavalry. 

Personally Capt. Walker is about 5 feet 8 
inches in height, with a fine military carriage, 
and bas an air of distinction and good fellow- 
ship which has made him many friends. In his 
retirement in 1883 he was unfortunate. [iss 
command was stationed in Arizona at the time.

by President Arthur and he was, after a while, 
allowed te retire. He went to a sanitarium for 
a while, and since then has lived at Washington, 
where he is a member of the Army and Navy 
Club and has been popular in the official set. 
His retirement pay is $175 a month, but it is 
stated at West Point that he has private 
means, his late wife, who was Miss Holt of 
Cincinnati, having been of a wealthy family. 

It is customary for officers or retired officers 
to visit West Point from time to time, and 
when they do so they become the guests of the 
officers. of the post. and stay while at the Point 
in what is known as the officers’ mess, which is 
in its equipment almost a club. The officers’ 
mess is situated in a handsome building of cut 
stone and marble, near the Cullam Memorial 
building. 

When Capt. Walker, early last September, 
visited West Point he was extended the cour- 
tesy of his brother officers and was assigned to 
the officers’ mess. He had no official reason 
for his visit. 

When Capt. Walker reached the academy 
Miss Ella Hager was employed at her daily 
work in Cullam Hall, only a few steps from they 
officers’ mess building. Miss Hager had been, 
in addition to her regular duties, taking extre 
work in the preparation of some biographial 


by the West Point Graduates’ Association, 
which is a handbook of all West Point men, 
used generally by all army officefs. Capt. 
Walker knew some facts about the lives of men 
graduated in 1866 and previous to that time.

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HE Prince of Wales has given yet an- 

4 other evidence of bis keen interest 
f in the science of philately, oc port 
stamp oollecting. 

He has compiled a very able paper en- 
tiled “Notes on the Postal Iesues of the 
United Kingdom. During the Present 
Reign,”’ which he recently read before the 
members of the London Philatelic Society, 
of which his royal highness is the honorary 
president. 

The paper was accompanied by @ display 
of some interesting trials, or essays, as they 
are technicaliy termed, of stamps bearing 
the head of the King, and among oltiier 
epecimens shown was the one which was 
finally adopted and which bears the mark 
“Appd. B. R."" in the King’s handwriting. 

The specimen in question, reproduced 


here from the “Journal” of the society, has 
one defect, which was pointed out by en 
official—“‘head leaning too far forward.”’ 
This was remedied before the stamps were 
issued. 

Another interesting stamp shown by the 
prince was a trial proof of a £5 stamp, 
bearing the King’s head. This was never 
issued to the postoffices, as it was decidec 
to abandon the £5 stamp. for which there 
is scarcely any use. The last of the £5 
Stamps iesued to the pubiic bore the por- 
trait of the late Queen, and it is unlikely 
that the stamp will come into use again— 
at any rate for a long period of years.
